INFORMATION OF THE PROCRESS OF THE WOMENS SOCIAL WORK 
GIVEN BY MRS. BRIGADIER READ IN AN INTERVIEW. 



So branch of tlio Salvation Army work 
appeolu no much n& Chrlst-lltc to the gen- 
eral public, nnd bus in It so nmcli of tlie 
pntbetlc, tlinn tbc Rescue Work mining 
women. Each one of the 029 glrlc v.hloh 
have passed through our Homes (luring the 
tast year Is on interesting cofie In Ira own 
way— nnd, if their storlcg whore collected 
In a boot, it would prove more fnaoinatlng 
than many a Action, 

Defln'tc advances have been made with 
regard to the number of cases admitted In 
onr Homes, In finances. In the number of 
conversions^ and In the value of wort done 
by the Inmate of these Homes, to help in 
there support. It may, probably, not be 
known that with eocli one of our Itegeuo 
Homoa there Is nteo n Children's Depart- 
ment connected, and nearly 300 of tbeao 
little ones passed through oar Rescue 
Homes during the 'nat year. 

Wltli regard to finances, it is n pleasure 
to aote the Increase of sympathy nmonc 
ilit* general public ns expressed prnctlcolly 
of Jnrgcr contributions, Tv"e have also been 
able to employ our gErls to better odvunr- 
aj*c In tbc Homos, tbe value of work done 
amounted to no lenn than 51.117. (Tbcsr? 
flcuros are for tbe 32 montbe ending Aug,, 
1&0SJ The capacity of our Homos, of 
which wo have eleven In tbe territory. 
Aggregates l!Vt glrlH and 150 children, 'Hie 
eases received In these Homeg embrace r.ll 
classes of society, from the young iilrl 
which comes Into the Home as a prevenin 
Uve ense, to the old ttfhltnal one. 

The most gratifying results of our work

Why, 
thou weary wife, oj-t thou wandering 
with daughter and son of twelve years 
upon tho dusty highway toward Swit- 
zerland ? Had the great metropolis 
no happiness, nor food, nor shelter for 
you ? , 

I fancy I see tho smile of despair flit 
over thy countenance, pale woman. I 
can feci thy hand grasp tighter the 
hands of your children, and see how 
thou art making another effort to drag 
the tired hody farther, for from Paris 
to Strassburg Is n. long Journey to 
tramp. 

But where Is the father of this little 
company of weary pilgrims ? The 
father !— he has abandoned them ; only 
a few weeks ago he had sent for wife 
and children to come from Strassburg 
to Paris where he had found employ- 
ment as a glass blower. 

Oh ! with what joyful hopes they had 
looked forward to mea their father. 
They had made many pleasant plans, 
and had built many a castle In the air. 
Alas ! their plans now had vanished, 
their castles had disappeared, and no- 
thing was left, but anguish and heart- 
ache, hunger and misery. He had sent 
for them ! Wretched rAnn, why dld.si 
thou do It ? That thy poor wife should 
see how unfaithful thou hast been t»> 
her, and that thou art treading the 
way of sin with another, who Is not 
thy wife. 

This 13 tiie sad history of the foot- 
worn eroupc on the highway ; they 
had made up their mind to walk tu 
Strasshurg, wretched and weary uf life. 

Footsore. 

"Mother, I am hungry, and my feet 
arc so florc : mother, 1 can't go any 
further," cried the boy. "Cheer up, 
my little man. we shall soon come tn 
a village. Perhaps somebody will be 
charitable enough to let us rest In 
their barn on a hundlc of straw." 

Perhaps a bundle of strnw, perhaps 
not— east out, forsaken ;— a drink of 
cold water to still the thirst— will the 
well of the village bo so charitable 7 

The boy cried quietly and silently a» 
they march on In life's path of suffer- 
ing. None spnlte, for they were too 
tired and too wretched even to speak. 
In this way they tramped day after 
day. and lived on— night after night. 
It is a wonder they lived on in spite of 
want, prlvatlnn and heartache. 

They arranged to arrive In the even- 
lncr at the village where the peasants 
generally were warm -hearted enough 
to give them shelter In tHelr barn, and, 
occasionally, something; to eat.

They were considerably fright- 
ened when they saw some blackened 
men standing before them saying, "O 
woman, thou has slept In sorry com- 
pany ; just look behind thee." When 
the woman turned In the direction in- 
dicated, she saw only a few steps 
from the old baby carriage, which some 
kind farmer had given her, a man's 
body hnnglng from the branches of a 
tree. He was a well-dresBed gentle- 
man ; In his pocket was found 30 
francs and a watch, but he was quite 
dead. 

They continued their weary journey 
until one evening they arrived In Basle. 
Where should they stop over night ? 
Money they bad none — and as their 
clothing waB now Jn n very pitiable 
condition, they thought It was wise not 
to come under the eyes of the police. 
So they wandered through the bank 
streets of the elty, undecided what to 
do. They wore tired to death and 
hardly able to dragr themselves any 
further, when a gentleman who noticed 
the human heap of wretchedness on 
the street, stopped to speak to them. 
The poor woman enquired of him the 
nearest way to the frontier. With 
curiosity and pity tho man looked upon 
the rasrged woman and the boy— who 
fell to sleep even while ho stood there. 

"The frontier, woman, It too far for 
you. You cannot fro any further to-day. 
You had better come with me"— and 
the charitable man took them to an Inn, 
gnve them something to eat and was 
about to pay for a night's lodging.

"Your passport, woman," asked the 
innkeerep. She had none. "Then you 
cannot stop here," he replied, unmoved. 
Some laborers, who sat at a side table 
overheard the conversation, and reach- 
ing for their hats, said, "Come with us, 
woman, we will show thee where thou 
canst stop over night." So the little 
caravan was set once more In motion. 

It was a curious march, winding 
through the streetB. The two laborers 
were lending, next followed the woman 
with the nld hahy carriage, which 
threatened to fnll to pieces at any 
moment, then came the daughter with 
the little boy, who continually cried 
and said he enulii not walk any fur- 
ther. About a score of people, some 
out of sympathy and some out of cur- 
iosity, followed this unique processlnn.

She only cried— but for Joy — when she 
saw the many things which had been 
brought for her and children. There 
was some mill? that day for the pinched 
baby, with the wrinkled face of an ola 
man. When I looked at his thin, trans- 
parent little hands, I almost thought I 
saw an angel coming to take the 
starved baby out oi the mother's arms 
and carry It to the bosom of the Sav- 
iour, to the land where there are only 
happy angels and no unhappy children. 

But not only clothing had our officers 
eolleeted for our poor pilgrims, but 
some money as well, to obtain railway 
tickets for them from Basle to Strass- 
burg, their destiny. Before the little 
procession, accompanied by the Cap- 
tain, started to go to the railway sta- 
tion, the boy asked the offleer to give 
him an "amulet." The poor Salvation 
lassie was In a great dilemma, but the 
boy's request was so urgent, and ap- 
peared so sincere — he seemed to put 
all his thankfulness and love In this 
one request— that she thought of some 
way to grant him his wish. 

Suddenly she' struck It ; she took a.
